V. Recruiting officers are required to give close rsonal 
attention to all their duties, and every effort must be made 
to prevent tbe improper enlistment of minors, or of men of 
vicious or doubtful babits.

THE Secretary of the Navy bas ordered Naval 
Cadets Henry G. Smith and H. G: Gilmor to apeciat 
duty in the department of construction in the New 
York Navy-yard, and Naval Catet R. M. Watt to 
similar duty in the Norfolk Navy-yard. Cadet 
Lawrence Spear will a'so be ordered to the Norfolk 
yard as soon as the Pensacola, on which vessel be is 
bow serving, reaches the Mare Island Navy-yard. 
This is an entirely new departure, and is prepara- 
tory to sending these same young men abroad for a 
two or three years’ course of instruction at one of 
the great European schools of naval architecture. 
Heretofore those sent bave been at a disadvantage, 
because the other students had more or less practi- 
cal training in dockyards, which the Americans 
lacked. 

'The New York Tribune says: “ Chief Naval Con- 
structor Theodore D. Wilson and bis able executive, 
Construct..r William Hichborn, who introduced the 
use of cellulose and woodite in the construction of 
the ships of the United States Navy, ought to feel 
encouraged at the result of a recent test. The Hecla, 
the latest cruiser of the Danish fleet, is providea 
with a cellulose belt three inches thick at the water 
line. The other day she cast ancbor within 106 feet 
of avother vessel, which fired a large gun against 
ber starboard bow, where there was no under-water 
armor plate. The projectile entered the bow on one 
side and went through the other, leaving two clear 
holes below the water line. The Hecla then weighed 
anchor and cruised about for three bours, but the 
expansion of the cellulose was so effective in pre- 
venting the inrush of the water that when she 
reacbed port it was found that she had taken in 
scarcely a gallon.” 

EXGINEERS pronounce as simply perfect the 
Cramp method of building large boulers with thick 

lates for high pressures. These plates are in the 
Bret place pickled ip a wooden bath cootaining a 5 
per cent. solution of sulpburic or bydrochbloric 
acid, after remaining in which for about six bours 
they are removed and tbhorougbly ecrubbed with 
hickory brooms, while a atrong stream of fresh 
water is played upon them; they are tben immersed 
in a bath of lime water to neutraliz® avy remaining 
acid, and again washed with clean water. All boles 
are drilled, and the edges of the plates planed ana 
bevelled for calking; the sbell plating is bent cold 
to the proper curvature in the rolls, and the flang: 
ing is done by a bydraulic flanger, the plate being 
heated to a bright cherry red.a lenet of about 
eight feet being flanged at each beat; furnace 
moutb plates are flanged 1p cast iron dies ata single 
heat. After the flanging of tube plates, etc, is 
completed they are rebeated and the plates straigbt- 
ened on a cast-iron surface plate. being finally an- 
nealed by cooling in the open air from a cherry-red 
heat. The riveting is performed by a Tweeddle 
bydraulic riveter, using a pressure of 1,500 pounds 
per square inch on the flange, which gives a stress 
of about 90 tons upon the rivet.—N. Y. Sun,

THE long looked for bas come at last, and the 
President and Commander-in-Chief, by a recent 
War Department order, has abolisbed the three 
geographical military divisions, the Atlantic, the 
Missouri and the Pacific, and thus wiped out an- 
other relic of our great Civil War. When that war 
closed it was deemed proper that the general offi- 
cers of highest rank in the Regular Army should be 
assigned to com mands commensurate in some degree 
with that rank, and which should also be, to some 
extent, in accord with the military exigencies of the 
times. Hence the three great divisions just wiped 
out of existence were organized—the Missouri, with 
Lieutenant-General Sherman as cémmander; the 
Pacific, Major-General Heary W. Halleck, and the 
Atlantic, Major-General George G. Meade. Thus 
they have continued, with some slight fluctuations, 
and, of course, changes of commanders, until the 
present, when the departmental system is resumed. 
We are sorry to see these old friends go, whatever 
opinions there may be as to the military necessity 
for their existence. Of the geographical depart- 
ments which remain, Arizona was organized in 
1870; California in 1858, merged into the Depart- 
ment of Pacific in 1861 and again organized in 1865; 
Columbia in 1865, Dakota in 1866, East in 1858, 
Missouri in 1861, and subsequently for a short 
period merged into the Department of the Missis- 
sippi, Platte in 1866, and Texas in 1853, with some 
subsequent vicissitudes. 

No one will deny that the new arrangement is an 
improvement upon the conditions that have existed 
since the orders of a year ago, separating some of 
the departments from the control of divisions and 


leaving others as they were before. Uniformity has | 


at least been secured, but it will require an emerg- 





ency, something like the Indian troubles of lay 
winter, to deternrine whether or not the change is, 
wise one. The new arrangement in time of peay 
will undoubtedly work well in practice, for with 
eight separate and distinct departments and each 
commander reporting direct to the Commanding 
General at Washington, much of the circumlocutigg 
now involved in the handling of papers will ly 
avoided and business generally greatly expedited, 
But all officers are not yet prepared to admit that 
the concentration of all authority and responsibil. 
ity at Washington is a wise move from a strietly 
military standpoint. 

The division system, as many contend, is the re. 
sult of the experience of war, and although in tim: 
of peace there will be no difficulty in conducting ql) 
the affairs of the Army in an expeditious manner 
from Army Headquarters at Washington, it is 
argued that the Service can well afford to put 
with some little inconvenience and delay in t 
transaction of routine business in time of peace for 
the sake of keeping up the division system which, it 
is held, must be resorted to again whenever an en.- 
ergency may arise. 

Major-General Howard suffers the greatest loss of 
authority by the change. He loses controi of the 
States of Michigan and Indiana, which, with the 
State of Illinois, are added to the Department o 
Missouri, making it once more the most important 
in point of numbers of troops of the several depart. 
mental commands. 

St. Louis is much disturbed by the loss of the 
Headquarters from that city and the most urgent 
protests are coming from the citizens. They will 
have to be contented, however, with the retention 
of the commissary and quartermaster supply depots 
in that city, for Secretary Proctor fully considered 
the matter before the change was made and intends 
to hold firm to his decision. What disposition will 
be made of the staff officers and the other member 
of the force at the St. Louis Headquarters is 
matter now receiving attention. Major William 
J. Volkmar, Asst. Adjutant General, will probably 
be assigned temporarily to duty with General Miles. 
Colonel B. J. D. Irwin will also be transferred to 
Chicago as chief medical officer of the Department 
of the Missouri, and Colonel W. A. Rucker as chief 
paymaster. Major Peter D. Vroom will be assigned 
to one of the Departments having one acting in- 
spector, but during the four months’ leave may be 
transferred as assistant to General McKeever a 
Chicago. As the supply depots will still ve kep 
up, some of the staff officers will not be disturbed. 

One effect of the change will be to materially in 
crease the work at Army Headquarters in Wash 
ington. In anticipation of that result and as al 
incident of the change, a redistribution of the gen 
eral service clerks will soon be made, one of the 
features ef which will be an increase in the force 
at Washington. 


Tue Revenue Marine appears to have been in 
fused with more of the spirit of progress during the 
past six months than at any time since the war. 
Under the new regime, all vacancies are filled b 
Annapolis ‘six-year graduates,” the uniform 0 
both officers and men is that of the Navy, save fo 
the buttons, the rations issued are those of the nef 
Navy sehedule, and all old batteries are being 
placed by Hotchkiss armaments. It is known that 
shortly regulations will appear requiring a comple 
naval routine in both drill and discipline aboard 
every revenue cutter, and with the proposed in 
crease in the various crew complements the Rey 
enue Marine promises at an early date to be in clos# 
touch with the Navy. Thisis asitshould be. Th 
service is thoroughly military. Its functions havé 
always been twofold, namely: Enforcement of the 
revenue laws and co-operation with the Navy, The 
Revenue Marine is prima facie the coast guard of 
the United States. As such, the Chief of the Rer- 
enue Marine could not do wiser than build up the 
military powers of the Service. To make it mort 
efficient to the latter Service it is hoped that impartial 
and exacting Boards of Inspection will be formed, 
to the end that the uniform, drill and routine regu 
lations may be known to be uniformly complied 
with. The present Chief of the Revenue Marine, 
Captain L. G. Shepard, is doing good work, and } 
deserving of the support of all progressive officer 
of the corps,

A CONSOLIDATION of the printing offices attached 
to the several bureaus of the War Department is 
another one of Secretary Proctor’s retrenchment 
and reform ideas which may soon go into effect, in 
spite of the fact that allof the bureaus are op- 
posed to a change. 





Tus New York Herald hasa despatch from St. 
Paul stating that the Mayor of that city recently 
received a complaint from the commanding officer 
at Fort Snelling saying a hotel keeper across the 
river from Fort Snelling was keeping a gambling 
den where soldiers were being fleeced, and asking 
that the place be closed. An investigation brought 
to light the fact that the gambling place was actu- 
ally on the reservation and under the post com~ 
mander’s jurisdiction. If such is the case, it is 
scarcely necessary to say that the temptation will 
very speedily be put out of the way of the troops. 

Tue reform fever is still prevalent at the War De- 
partment. The latest move in this direction ap- 
pears this week in the form of an order reducing 
tbe number of draft and packanimals and restrict- 
ing the use of ambulances and other conveyances 
at the various military posts to the uarrowest pos- 
sible limits. A total reduction of 400 horses is Made 
and the allowance of spriog wagons of all kinds, 
exclusive of the ambulance prescribed for the sick, 
is fixed at one for each post. It is estimated that at 
least $50,000 will besaved annually by this change. 
Forty thousand alone will be saved for forage, not 
to speak of the vost of the animals. The effect of 
the limited allowance of ambulances will be to com- 
pel officers to provide their own means of transpor- 
tation when going to and from posts on business pot 
directly connected with the business of the post- 
The Department of the East is not affected by the 
change, as the reduction of a year ago left it with 
barely sufficient horses for the actual needs of the 
Service. This latest economic move 1s one of the in- 
cidents of the abandonment of small posts and the 
concentration that has followed during the past few 


years. 














Horace See, the eminent evgineer and naval 
architect, has an interesting article on the “* War 
Ships of the United States Navy’’in the Engineer- 
ing Magazine for July. The article consists mainly 
of a description of the vessels of our new Navy, and 
contains thirteen illustrations. Of the machinery 
of the Yorktown this competent observer says; 
“This form of piston has given excellent results and 
enabied the horizontal engine to perform in @ very 
superior nanner. * * The framing of the main en- 
gines, although quite light, has withstood the work 
in a very satisfactory manner.”’ Of the Vesuvius he 
says: ‘* be striking feature about the performance 
of the vessel has been that she succeeded with the 
first set of screw propellers made for her. It was 
not necessary to make a number of wheels to reach 
the vontract speed.” Mr. See speaks of the import- 
ance of the reduction of the coal capacity to the ex- 
tent of five hundred tons in the battlesbips Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Oregon, as compared with Eurc- 
pean battle ships like the Hood. He raisesa question 
of the ability of Cruiser No. 12, nickvamed the 
Pirate, to overhaul such vessels as the City of Paris 
and the Majestic in rough weather, owing to her 
short length and low freeboard, and on account of 
her light armament she is only fit toengage with 
merchant vessels. Referring to the fact that every 
important sea-portin England is to bavea naval 
garrison and a war ship assigned to it Mr. See says: 
“Such a system should be adopted here. In add.- 
tion to this, there should be not less than threa 
grand home squadrons, with one stationed on the 
Pacific and two on the Atlantic. These squadrons 
should be composed of battle ships, protected and 
unprotected cruisers, gunboats, torpedo depot sbips, 
torpedo catchers, torpedo boate, as well as special 
colliers for ioading the equadron at sea. The 
strength of each squadron atall times should be 
maintained. When the repairs ov any one of the 
vessels make it necessary to detach her, another ves- 
sel of the same class should be put in commission to 
take her place.” It is very satisfactory to find a per- 
son so competent as Mr. See giving attention to the 
discussion of the character of our naval vessels. 
Criticism is quite as valuable as commendation 
when it comes from a man whose judgment has been 
trained by experience.

THE interesting and instructive operations 
being carried on at Boston this week by the Squad- 
roo of Evolution, in conjunction with the Massa- 
chusetts Naval Militia, will be duplicated during 
the week beginning" July 25, at New York, with 
» — York and possibiy the Rhode Island 

a 

Fieher'’s Island, at the entrance of Long Island 
Sound, has been selected as the place for the drills 
ofthe New York Naval Militia. It is one of the 
most important strategic points connected with the 
defence of the eastern approachos to New York 
from a naval attack, and was selected as a place 
for tbe drills at the request of Adjutant General 
Porter. The Navy Department has sent the ne- 
cesaary instructions to Admiral Walker, command- 
ing the Squadron of Evolution, looking to bis co- 
operation. The programme will be similar to that 
adopted for the exercises at Boston, and now being 
carried out. 

After there prelivinary operations with the 
militia have been completed, the Squadron of Evo- 
lution will commence the Jong-talked of mapnceu- 
vres. Actinz Rear-Admiral Walker is now engaged 
upon 8 programme which contemplates the 
disposition of tbe forces under his command 
in such a manner as will confer practical training 
on the officers and men, under conditions following 
as closely as possible those of actual warfare, the 
practical object of which is to examive the condi- 
tions of the problem of the maritime defence of 
New York, Long Island Sound, and the coast of 
New England. A month or more will be spent in 
these operations, which will be conducted from the 
coast of Delaware to the coast of Maine. It is the 
intention of the Navy Department to have as many 
vessels as possible participate, The Miantonomoh, 
Cushing. Chicago, Concord, and Benntngton it is 
presumed wiil be added to the vessels now engaged 
in tbe preliminary operations with the Na’‘al 
Militia. Whether the latter willtake part in the 
Mavceuvres has not yet been determined.

Berger, Levrault et Cie, Paris, sene’s us * Carnet 
v de Marine pour 1891 (13e année) par 
Leon Kenard.” lo a pocket volume of 500 pages, M. 
Renard gives us a calendar, a review of the mari- 
time bistory of 1890, a description of the latest con- 
structions in naval artillery, alist of the veesels of 
the different Powers, full details converning the 
personne!l, orgavizition of the French Navy and 
ibe laws aud a governing it, a compara- 
tive statement of naval ranks in aifferent nations, 
etc., etc. We notice some errors that might be 
pointed out but, altogether, it isa very useful little 
volume, condensing a large amount of inforuwation 
in a small compass. A companion volume is a work 
by W. Laird Clowes, publisned by Cassell and Ouv., 
London, Paris and Melbourne, entitled, ** All About 
the Royal Navy.” it contains an interesting and 
puiar description of the duties and stations of the 
Roval Navy, of British sailors, battiesbips and 
heavy guns as they are and as they used to be, of 
torpedoes and torpedo-boats, of high explosives and 
bigb explosive projectiles, submarine boats, the R. 
N. artillery volunteers, royal sailors, etc., etc. The 
pext vaval battle is also described and there isa 
chapter on a geveral staff for the Navy. It isin part 
a compilation of articles published iu periodicals, 
Six full page illustrations accompany the work. It 
contains a great variety of curious as well as of int 
teresting information. The following sbows the adé 
vantages of royal blood in obtaining advancement 
in foreign navies, the figures showing the ages at 
which the ranks pawed were obtained:

It isa work of pronounced ability and tbe conclu- 
sions of the author are enforced by very copious il- 
lustrations drawn from recent military history. 


A companion volume for Gen. Jung’s work is 
“War,”’reproduced from the article in the last edition 
of the ‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,’ to which is added 
an essay on military literature and alist of books, 
with brief comments by Col. F. Maurice, Royal Ar- 
tillery, Professor of Military Artand Histury, Royal 
Staff College.” We find this work bishiy com- 
mended in our English contemporaries and it is in- 
dispensable to all who wish to keep themeelves au 
courant with the progress of military science. It 
is a compact octavo of 159 pages, with ap index at 
the end as a guide to its contents. Col. Maurice 
says: “Iam rather alarmed by the amount of au- 
thority arrayed against mein Europe wben I ven- 
ture to say that I estimate very highly the lessons 
to be derived by a careful student from the Ameri- 
can war. Nevertheless, the more carefully I bave 
studied the battles of the 1870 campaign, the more 
convinced [I bave been that the Fiench suffered a 
great deal from not having adequately realized what 
the experiences of the American contest had been, 
and that the German leaders, however wuch they 
may bave professed to despise them, baa taken care- 
ful heed of these experiences. The evidence of at 
least a close study of the campaigns is to be seen in 
most German works.” This coincides with Mr 
Poultney Bigelow’s recent report of a conversation 
with the Emperor William on thissubject. A valu- 
able feature of the volume is the appendix giving “a 
selected list of books, of which it may be useful to 
know the correct titles.’ In a note to this we are 
told that “the official maps published by the United 
States Government of the Civil War are almost as 
good as the German.” 


New Yorkers, and others whose recollections date 
back to the outbreak of the War of the Rebellion, 
will recall sometbing of the history of the much 
abused * Billy Wilsov,” aud his regiment of zouavee, 
They will be astonished to learn from the history 
of the Wilson Zouaves bow much better in every 
respect this regiment and its commander were than 
their reputation. History bas been somewhat 

y in vindicating them, but it bas been done 
most effectually in a volume published by the Vet- 
eran Volunteer Publishine Co., New York, and en- 
titled “‘ The History of a Volunteer Regiment. being 
a succinct account of the organization, services and 
adventures of the 6th Regiment, New York Volun- 
teer Infantry, known as Wilson’s Zouaves—wh 
they went—what they did—and what they said in 
the War of the Rebellion, 1861 to 1865, prepared 
from official data by Gouverneur Morris, late U. 8S. V.; 
illustratei by James E. Taylor.’’ The author bas 
given us one of the most interesting of all the regi- 
mental histories and has transformed the man, snp- 
posed by so many to be merely a typical New 
York “rough,” into one of the heroes of the war. 
lucidentally we have some incidents in the history 
of officers still in the military service—A. C. M. 
Pennington, H. W. Closson and Loomis L. Langdon 
besides others equally well known to the Army, but 
go longer with us. Sixteen officers of Wilson’s regi- 
ment are reported to be still among the living.

1873, and reeeived bis 
second discharge at Fort Ontario, N. Y., Nov. 15, 
1874. Re-enlisting Nov. 15, be was discharged at 
fort Concho, Texas, Nov. 14, 1879, and re-enlisted 
Nov. 15, receiving his final discharge at San Antonio, 
Texas, Jan. 14, 1884, per par.

Commencing with Clarke Russell's Life of Nelson 
followed by the stories of Gustavus Adolphus 
and Pericles, Messrs. G. Putnam’s Sons’ admira- 
ble series *“‘ 4é@roes of the Nations” is continued 
with ‘“Theodoric the Goth, the Barbarian 
Champion of Civilization, by Thomas Hodekin, 
D. C. L.”” The story of the transfer of the Ostro- 
goths trom Pannopia and Moiia to [taly, ana their 
conquest of that peninsula, under the leadersbip of 
Tbeodoric, is a wonderful one, and it is well told in 
this volume. As this author says: “ It is one of the 
most striking testimonies to the greatness of Theo- 
doric’s work and character that his nameis one 
of the very few which passed from history into the 
epic poetry of the Gerpan and Scandinavian 
people.

No sooner 
bad the Roumanian left the car than Mr. Hotchkiss 
seized a pewspaper lying on the seat, and in less 
than 30 miputes drew in detail the design of the 
present Hotchkiss magazine rifle. The paper, a copy 
of the Paris Figaro, is now in the office of the 
Hotchkiss Company in Parise, and on its margin are 
tbe complete detail drawings. Under the drawings 
is written: * This is a magazine rifle. Make itat 
once. B. B. H.”” Mr. Hotchkiss mailed the news- 
paper to the Paris works from the same station, as 
the wrapper still shows, and before the Roumanian 
and his wife bad finished eating joined them at the 
table. In three months the rifle was put to test and 
won against all rivals.

STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, N. Y. 
THE TOUR OF THE THIRTY-SECOKD REGIMENT. 


TWENTY-THREE Officers and 832 enlisted men, out 
of a total on roll of 414, was the report of present, 
made to the post adjutant, by the adjutant of the 
32d Regiment ‘Brooktyn), at the State Uamp of I[n- 
atruction, June 27. r some years this command 
bas been, to a certain extent, under a cloud, even to 
the recommendation of a disbandment of the organ- 
ization by the Inspector-General. But with a new 
executive, new blood in the line and an almost com- 

lete reorganization of the men in ranks by the in- 

usion of raw material, the command was given an 
extended lease and permitted to “sbow” at the 
State camp. That this was a judicious decision is 
shown by tbe increase in strength, officers and men, 
since Coi, Clark bas assumed the reins. -‘To the un- 
prejudiced onlooker, the manver in which officers 
and men take hold of the routitfe of the duty at 
camp, there is little doubt but that, with the inde. 
fatigable exertions of its present fieid and line offi- 
cers, the 32d, with its new lease of life, will again 
become a prominent factor io the National Guard 
of the State. 

The regimevt arrived at Roa Hook dock late on 
Saturday, June 27, and when tbe quartermaster's 
stores bad been distributed there was little time for 
duty, 80 the dress parade of tbe first night in camp 
was dispensed witb. The guard mount of Sunday 
morning was crude in the extreme, but the defects 
were carefully noted an:! transmitted to the colonel 
in the official reports of the state officers. The dress 
parade of the day was taken by Col. Clark, and 
showed that the men could at least be steady and, 
though the recruits were in the majority, would, be- 
fore the close of the week, appear to excellent ad- 
vantage. 

The skirmish drill by company on Monday morning was 

‘ far from sutisfactory, the weakness of the otficers being as 
clearly discernible as that of the mea, but it plainly proved 
that bere was a chance which should not be neglected. A 
epladay orm by battalion was equally 
the colonel! and bis major workea like beavérs the lack of 
experience of officers and men was most plainly discernible. 
The movements were the simplest in the School of the Bat- 
taliop, yet in barcly a single case were t executed with 
promptness and precision. An officers’ l was called for 
the afternoon and the “ riot act ” read, and it is happy to re- 
cord that with but one exception from this day until the 
close of the week in camp a markea improvement was 


sbown. 

The routive of duty as prescribed by General Headquar- 
ters wusstrictly followed vy Col. Clark, and the early morn- 
ing drill was devoted to instruction in the School uf the 
Company ond Skirmisher, The mass of raw material in the 
ranks of the several companies, as well as the newness of 
the officers, were most perceptible, and the 
showed a lack of armory instruction. The 
inspected by the field officers of the regiment, and the in- 
spector of drill at tbe camp, Capt. Holmés, 23d Regt., and 
errors apd omissions promptly corrected. Tne result was 
apparent at the close of the week, The midday @rili was in 
thesimplest of the movements of the School of the Battal- 
ion, the regiment being equalized on eight companies of 
twelve files, with Col. Clark instructor.

This 
court-martial hd@d a most salutary effect on the men of both 
commands. 

Col. &ddy, of the 47th, took the evening dress paraze, the 
movement by echelon at the close being most vommend- 
able. A quicker response to the “fall in*’ of the Ist ser- 
geants and more steadiness in ranks in the company streets 
would have greatly added to the credit of the command, 

The morning drills of TuesGay were far from being satis- 
factory, officeis and men were careless and the disposition 
to shirk was noticeabie, This was promptly checked by the 
colonel and an object lesson given to company officers. The 
result was that at the midday drill the snap and Iife shown 
in the execution of the movements were astonishing even 
to the regimental commander. It was a good working drill,

NEW HAMPSHIRE ENCAMPMENT. 

THE report of Col. Loomis L. Langdon, Ist Art.,on the 
New Hampshire (militia encampment, held at Concord, N. 
H., from June 23 to June 27, states that the encampment 
bas been a decided improvement upon ali those that have 
previously come under his observation, The men spent 
four hours and fifteen minutes each day in actual drill. 
ing. This time was io bard, earnest and zealous work, 
conducted with New Enogiand conscientiousness. 

The camp was pitched with great care and regularity; the 
tents in first class order. The Government property in the 
possession of the Stateis well taken care of with the ex. 
ception of the rifles in the care of the companies, which 
might be more Sorte by after by the individual pos. 
sessors. The police of the camp was excellent. The disci. 
pline of the camp will compare favorably with that of reg- 
ular troops. The men were obedient to their officers, and 
the officers were loyal and courteous to their superiors, 
There was nothing of the disgraceful **bounciag” and horse 

of the year previous. There was not a single instance 
of drunkenness. Each officer and man seemed to act asif 
bis individual good conduct must give tone and character to 
his company and regiment, and thus the reputation of the 
whole body reflected both honorand glory to the individual. 

The encampment: was designed and maintained for the 
pespess of instructing the New Hampshire National Guard 
n the most effective ay | and with the least expense to the 
State. From this view the encampment fulfilled its object, 
and the encampment .this year has been fruitful of resuits, 
The troops have been better instructed this year than bere- 
tofore,and there is noticeable an improvement and disci- 
Pline and soldieriy conduct in appearance. The number of 
the ceremonies wag not exceasive,and the time could not 
bave been more beneficially employed. There was genera! 
regret that tbe time wiven wasso short, but all was done 
that could be done in five days. Asa ciass the officers are 
competent, and both officers and men evinced the liveliest 
interest in learning their duties. Col. Langdon says he never 
saw guard duty so well performed in camp, nor men more 
anxious to learn their duties. 

Io the order of relative excellence the different organiza- 
tions are placed as follows: lstand 2d Regiments of Iofantry, 
Light Battery,and the troop of.cavairy, excellent ; 3d Ia.

In conclusion, the report recommends that more attep- 
tion be paid to the following points : Setting up of the men, 
simulative guard, instruction in the armories, skirmish 
drill, and gallery practice with reduced charges. It is also 
recommen that in such towns ot the State 
where companies are without armories they be al- 
lowed to use the Federal buiidings uatil such time as the 
State government can provide armories ; also that the State 
purchase more land for the encampment grounds: also that 
more staff officers be appointed. 


GEORGIA MILITIA ENCAMPMENT. 


THE report of Lieut. James B. Erwin, 4th Cav., the officer 
detaitied to inspect the Georgia Militia encampment, held 
at Savannab, Ga., from April 27 to May 2, has been re- 
ceived by the Inspector General of the Army. Coucerning 
the regiment of cavairy encamped there the report says: 
“ The State of Georgia can boast of as fine a body of cav- 
airy asany State in the Union. To none more than Col. 
Gordon is this result due. An officer of this regiment during 
tbe war, with a ae spirit and character which 
are rare in one whose life since the war has been 
devoted to business paren, Col. Gordon has yet found 
time todo more for the military of the State of Georgia 
Bee peels apy other man. y his constantrana deter- 
mi efforts, both in the Legislature and outside, be has 
fostered and fed the military spirit of the young men of his 
State until it bas grown into that fine body of 
troops,—iofaotry, cavairy and artillery—of which the 
State can be justly proud. It was my good fortune to see 
a majority of these troops assemble in Savannah on May 1, 
when inspected and reviewed by the Governor, and both 
an honor and a pleasure to assist Col. Gordon, at bis re- 
quest, in bandling them upon this occasion. A finer or 
wore military body of troops I bave neverseen.” 

From 12 o’clock M, April 27, until 12 mM. May 2, when the 
camp was broken up, the routine of duties as laid down in 
previous orders were strictly adhered to, and there was no 
appearance at any time of a holiday or frolic, 
from the commanding officer to the private last mustered 
—, = was a matter of work which all seemed to re- 
alize. 

To better utilize the service of the field officers, and for 
the better instruction and drill of the men, the regiment 
was divided by Col. Gordon, for the period of the encamp- 
ment, into turee battalions of three troops each, and a fieid 
officer assigned to the command of each battalion. The bat- 
talion commanders rendered at all times efficient service, 

The arms of the command are unfavorably criticised by 
Lieut. Erwin. They consisted of sabreand pistol only. The 
pistol was not only unnecessary, it,was never used and in the 
way. Since the appropriation allows it, Lieut. Erwin cao- 
not understand why the regiment was not properly armed 
with carbines. 

The undress uniform was worn in the camp, differing in 
every troop. Such came nearer being that of the U_ 8. 
Cavairy than any other troop and it is understood that this 
will bereafter be prescribed for the entire regiment. 

There was also Jack of uvitormity of equipments. 

The discipline, Lieut. Erwin reports, was excellent ; not 
ony on the surface, but actual and real. 

e Offivers were prompt in carrying out all orders of in- 
struction given them..This feature was markedly excellent, 
and gives promise of a most successful future to the regi- 


ment. 

Regret is expressed tbat more time could not have been 
given by both officers an1 men to drill. 

The lack of drill extended to the School of the Soldier, 
School of the Company, both mounted and dismounted and 
to.battalion drill. The troops in nearly all cases were not 
upin company drill. The battalion commanders were not 
very well up in battalion drill and the instruction was neces- 
sarily limited and confined to the easy movements in bat- 
talion and regimental drill. 

To show, however, the superior material of which this re- 
giment was formed it was possible on the second day to 
bave battalions properly formed and according to tactics, 
and then the battalion commanders to form their battalions 
upon the regimental line either in line, or ia line of platoon 
columns. This latter formation was the one generally used 
and before the encampment was over was fairly well and 
rapidly done, wheeling by fours into line and forming col- 
umps of fours being the only movements practiced. Con- 
siderable time was given to the manual of the sabre dis- 
mounted. At first most of the men were clumsy, buta 
few days’ drill showed a very marked improvement, 
manual! of the pistol could not be taught, as there were but 
few in camp, and the absence of the carbine p.evented apy 
instruction with thatarm. One of the troops had or- 
wa only two weeks before the encampment, but in 
spite of these drawbacks on the fourth day of the encamp- 
ment the regiment was inspected in line of platoon columns 
and passed in review before the Governor of the State and, 
though it cannot be claimed that these movements were 
faultiessiy executed, yet they were done promptly and un- 
derstandingly by all and the appearance of the mnt was 
both military and excellent. 

Troop A is complimented for its excellence in the 
matter of drill and sabre manual and exercises. 

Guard mount was crudely performed, but marked pro- 

was made, and exception is also taken to the matter of 
guard duty, especially in the instructions given to the sen- 
tinels. The police work was weli and thoroughly done. The 
messing arrangements were satisfactory.
